Some people in the town 
seem to think that tills or that fellow 
who volunteered his services in the 
Army or Navy is better than the fellow 
who was drafted n the Service, and 
therefore these people think that the 
fellow who volunteered should be giveu 
more honor tbnii the fellow who wiU 
drufted. This is all wrong and the peo- 
ple who are spreading this propaganda 
throughout the town should stop it im- 
mediately. 

Of course a fellow who volunteered ill 
the very beginning of the wnr, a fellow 
who went into the service because In- 
though it was his duty us an American 
oitiy.cn to volunteer, ought to be given a 
great deal of praise for his conduct, but 
to come right down to bore facts there 
were only a very few men in the town 
who realized or looked at the wnr in n 
serious way, and therefore Only 11 very 
few thought Unit it was his special duty 
to enlist In the Army or Navy, these 
few did enlist as we all know. Later 
when the war mid all its horror wns 
brought home to ns the town woke up 
nud realized that there was a war going 
on mid tut America was taking uu ac- 
tive part in it, It was then that a num- 
ber of towns men enlisted for they 
saw it to lie their duly to enlist. A lit- 
tl<- later when the Draft was first stnrf - 
ed it must be admitted to do the right 
thing for all, that sonic enlisted to 
avoid being drafted. 

Now those fellows who were drafted, 
those fellows who waited and went 
where tlu-y were most needed, nnd wbo 
did not pick n job in the army that they 
wnnled but were willing to tnko "pot 
lurk" nud take what was given them, 
are culled unpatriotic, slackers, drnft- 
hoys, nud n whole lot of other unities 
which don't apply to them any moro 
than they apply to the first ten who 
volunteered for the service. 

It's nil wrong, to hnve this talk going 
nil In the town nnd It's not fair to nny 
fellow who In now la the service of his 
country. The drafted unny Is renlly 
the pick of the nation, these follows 



were selected from all America to fight 
in the World War. To show how th« 
feeling about the draftees was in Boston 
rend the following — "There was a cer- 
tain large hank in the eity that em- 
ployed a number bf men in the draft 
agt. At the beginning of the war it 
wan the custom of this bank to hold 
°Pen the position of the fellow who vol- 
unteered for tc Army or Navy and the 
bank also made up the difference in the 
employees pay of what he received in 
the service and what he had been get- 
ting at the bank. Later this same bank 
>i^puld not hold the position or give the 
difference in pay to a fellow who volun- 
teered, for they looked at it in the light 
that when a. fellow volunteered for the 
serrice last summer he was picking a 
"oft jbb for himself and did not want to 
po where he was most needed. There's 
the whole story of the volunteer and the 
JMtce. 

Thiuk it over, you all know tbe fel- 
lows who are in the service, think of 
tncl as an individual when you say that 
the drafted man is not as good the vol- 
unteer. 

If there is to be any distinction at 
■All made in this campaign let it be 
nnde between those fellows who went 
overseas and those who were stationed 
life in America. Tbe fellows themselves 
do not feel the distinction that some of 
the people at home seem to have. The 
only difference they see is that they 
think of those fellows who were doing 
leal fihtng or who were on activo naval 
,l -'ty deserve a great deal more credit 
ti:au they who were placed in camps 
near home and did not have to go 
through any suffering while they were 
in tie service.

All 
the world is happy and I know that in 
little Hull with her handful of soldiers 
at the front there is rejoicing and cele- 
brating. I'll bet mother wept for joy 
and that dad said, "Jock will be home 
soon." 

Why Elizabeth dear, it seems like only 
yesterday that we marched to Chateau 
Thierry to help drive the Huns from 
tho Paris road. Thoso were the dark 
days for the Allios, those were the days 
that looked as If the line might fail to 
hold, those were the days that the 
brave Marines made history at Belleau 
Woods, those were the days that we 
stood with our backs to the wall fight- 
ing for all that was in us. It was at 
this period that Doug. Ross and the 
little handful of men from our 1st pla- 
toon held at bay over 500 Dutchmen and 
forbid them from gaining a road junc- 
tion which was an important point. We 
have them beaten now and I fervently 
thank the good Lord for it. 

We will return home from this war 
men that can look the whole town 
squnre in the eye and say "wo hove 
done our duty by our country in her 
hour of need." Wo were in the trenches 
when many at homo were still working 
at thoir jobs and enjoying the pleasures 
of lifo. We were drilling on tho snow 
clad hills in France when many were 
at homo in the warm and comfortable 
cantonments.

From what we read in the papers here 
the people of tho United States are high 
in thoir efforts of patriotism. Tho sub- 
scriptions to the various Liberty Loans 
has proven this. The Red Cross is doing ! 
a wonderful work. No one has any 
conception of the human treatment its 
representatives are according to tho 
afflicted and to the soldierB. At every 
larg> railroad station here in France 
they have sleeping quarters, canteens i 
and recreation rooms. In Paris they I 
have a largo hoti'l whero they entertain. 
In the hospital they have highly cdu- I 
ented ludy seeretnries who go about 
tho wounded and 111 soliders asking if 
they may help them in any manner. 
It Is a wonderful organization. Their 
motive is to build up whero the others 
seek to destroy. They sell overytliing I 
nt co«t seeking not to swell their funds. 
The}' give free to the soldiers without 
money. I am proud to know that I 
mother was the Hrst women in Hull to 
seo the value of being connected with 
such a society.

It 
whh my distinguished privilege today to 
write a personal letter to Miss Afar- 
giiret Wilson the daughter of the Presi- 
dent, for a major hero who is a partic- 
ular friend of the family.
